2  cases  of  ileningococcal  Infection, 

There  were  3^2  Births,  .52  more  than  the  previous  year  giving  a  birth 
rate  of  15»o  per  thousand  of  the  population,  -‘Utional  rate  was  16,4.  254  Deaths 

occurred,  pO  less  than  the  previous  yes-r,  giving  a  death  r8.te  of  11  per  thouscaid  of 
the  resident  population, when  this  rate  is  adjusted  for  comparison  with  other  places, 
it  gives  a  rate  of  9.13.  The  national  rate  was  12,2.  82^5  of  the  Deaths  occurred 

in  persons  over  60  years  of  age,  7  Deaths  occurred  in  children  under  1  year,  V  in 
infants  under  4  v/eeks  a-nd  I,  in  infa.nts  under  1  vroelc.

In  order  to  maintain  the  service,  and  cope  v/ith  additional  future 
premises,  particularly  assistance  in  the  Coastal  region  during  the  holiday  season, 
a  ne’w  I6/18  cubic  yard  Pore  and  UBt  Refuse  Yehicle  is  required, 

fhe  purchase  of  a  ne.T  vehicle  v/ill  also  e^iable  experiments  to  be 
carried  out  iTith  a  view  to  providing  a  service  in  some  parishes  once  every  tiTo 
weeks  in  lieu  of  present  arrangements  -  once  every  tliree  v:ecks.

It  is  understandable  that  vdiere  thousands  of  holiday''  visitors  congregate 
same  persons  'will  take  advantage  in  obtaining  a  quick  profit  and  violate  hygienic 
conditions,  iJany  of  the  vendors  do  not  reside  in  the  Rural  District,  and  I  v;onder 
as  I  inspect  their  mobile  shops  and  observe  little  details  of  uncleanliness,  what 
their  storage  facilities  acre  like. 

In  my  opinion,  the  small  mobile  shop  v;ith  its  coimmoditics  militates 
against  hygienic  food  liandling.  The  inlierent  problems  are  errmped  and  inr.dequate 
accommodation  for  the  person,  high  tcmpcrcLture  in  the  suimmer  months  leaving  effect 
on  the  food  and  the  inevitable  miniimujm  use  of  hot  v/ater  for  v/ashing  purposes  v^hera 
disposal  of  the  effluent  lias  to  be  thrown  on  the  nearby  ground.
